W ashington. Ju ly 17.—H e rb e rt Knox 
Sm ith has resigned as com m issioner 
of corporations to join th e forces of 
Theodore R oosevelt and th e new third 
party. 
H e will be succeeded in all 
probability by L u th er Conant, Jr., of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., the p resen t deputy 
eom m issioner of corporations, who is 
described as a distinctly ad m in istra­ 
tion exponent. 
T he chan ge will be­ 
come effective on the close of business 
Thursday, July 18. 
Hr. Sm ith will go to New York for 
a conference with Colonel Roosevelt 
on Friday w hen 
his 
political plans 
will be m apped out. 
He probably will 
take an Active p art in th e cam paign, 
discussing corporations with p articu­ 
lar reference to the S herm an a n ti­ 
tru st law. 
H e adm itted th a t he ad­ 
vised the fo rm er president of his con­ 
tem plated action and tentativ ely dis­ 
cussed the future, at his conference 
w ith Mr. Roosevelt at O yster Bay last 
week. 
Mr. Sm ith declined to discuss his 
official relations w ith P resid en t Taft, 
although he added th a t his silence 
w as not n ecessarily to be in terpreted 
as m eaning he had been restricted 
through a d isag reem en t of ideas. 


Personal Friend of Colonel.

Roosevelt, Mr. Sm ith was a m em ber 
of the "tennis ca b in e t’’ during the pre­ 
vious adm inistration . 
His friends as­ 
se rt that the com m issioner was d is­

H a rv e ste r 
correspond­ 
ence In which Mr. Sm ith's letters to

In 'th e d e p a rtm e n t of com m erce 
and labor, to tak e effect at the close of 
business July 18, 1912. 
“I do so because I in rend to support 
th e progressive m ovem ent and the new 
progressive party. 
T hat m ovem ent In­ 
cludes the principles th a t I believe 
In and that I have earnestly tried to 
further, so far as I could, durin g my 
term of federal service. 


Believes in New Party. 


"I feel th at th e new p arty rep re­ 
sents these principles m o re directly 
and with m ore prom ise and pow er of 
p erform ance th an e ith e r the R epub­ 
lican or D em ocratic parties. 
"I tru st th a t you will pardon this 
expression of my personal views; it 
seem s only courteous th at I should 
sta te to you the reasons for my ac­ 
tion. 
"I wish to retire from office as soon 
as practicable, and I believe th at by 
July 18 I can so close up my official 
w ork as to leave the bureau with no 
substantial lapse In its operations.” 
Mr. Sm ith is a resident of H artford, 
Conn., w here ho practiced law and be­ 
cam e a m em b er of the C onnecticut 
house of rep re sen ta tiv es for one term. 
H e succeeded Ja m e s R. Garfield.

HOUSE PASSES BEALL BILL 


Provides Penalty for Dealing In Cot­ 
ton Futures. 
W ashington, July 17.— H eavy penal­ 
ties for gam bling in cotton futures are 
provided in th e Beall bill passed by 
I he house by a vote of 95 to 25.

the house of representatives. 
S tate by state, the nom inee an d th e 
house leader w ent over th e m ap at 
th eir luncheon at the Country Club of 
T renton, and when th e co nference end­ 
ed tw o and a half hours later, they 
had concluded that while New York 
was pretty certain to go Dem ocratic, 
the D em ocrats th ere would have to be 
on their guard and not feel too cock 
sure. 
They also m ade a list of the 
states w here they will have to fight 
for votes w ith a good ch ance of car 
rying them. 
In this list they placed first the 
great Middle W estern sta te s of Illi­ 
nois, Ohio and Indiana; from th e New 
England group they put down Maine 
and Connecticut. 
Along th e Mason 
and Dixon border they m ade n ote of 
W est Virginia. 
In a class by itself they placed P en n 
Sylvania and last of all they jotted 
down New Jersey, although the Jersey 
leaders close to th e governm ent have 
prom ised th e state to G overnor W il­ 
son by pluralities ranging from 50,000 
to 100,000 votes. 
T hese states the 
governor referred to as "debatable, 
but indications are that he believes 
he can carry every one.

Indiana is counted

alone because its "favorite son" is 
W ilson’s running m ate but because of 
local conditions; th e divided R epub­ 
lican vote and a strong tTend tow ard 
Democracy since the last presidential 
campaign. 
In Ohio G overnor Wilson believes 
the third party will divide the R epub­ 
lican vote so th a t th e D em ocrats will 
have m ore th an an even chance of c a r­ 
rying th e state. 
In fact, it is u n d er­ 
stood th at the third party m ovem ent 
was reckoned with m ore heavily th ere 
th an in m ost of 
th e 
o th e r states, 
P ennsylvania excepted, th a t a re re­ 
garded by the nom inee as debatable. 
P ennsylvania is placed in a class by 
Itself because from all over the sta te 
th ere have com e to Seagirt and to 
W ashington, declarations from R epub­ 
licans th a t they will vote for W ilson, 
and because of the unusually rosy hue 
of the reports of th e party leaders 
there.

SOO LINE BACKS 
UP TRACTION LINE 


ST Build From Minneapolis to Anoka 
18 Miles and Thence Later on 
to the North 


CONNECT WITH CUYUNA RANGE 


Brainerd Stands Good Show of Get­ 
ting the Electric Railway 
nection Desired 


The way railway building is car­ 
ried on nowadays is conclusive evi­ 
dence that it does not take years to 
do things. 
When 
the 
Dispatch 
voiced the needs of the people for an 
electric railway many thought it was 
a visionary matter and that prob­ 
ably after years of deliberation such 
a line would be ultimately estab­ 
lished. 
But events have crowded in faster 
than first supposed by the average 
oldest inhabitant of Brainerd and 
today the Soo announces, without 
blare of trumpets, the completion of 
its new Minneapolis-Duluth railway 
line and tne commencement of a 
ti action line from Minneapolis north 
to Anoka. 
A few days ago, says the Minne­ 
apolis Tribune, 'the announcement, 
was made of the incorporation of 
the Minneapolis and Northern Rail­ 
way company, and the awarding of a 
contract for the construction of 18 
miles of road from the northern lim­ 
its of the city of Minneapolis to An­ 
oka. 
This line, it was announced, 
will be a traction line, equipped with 
gas-electric cars, similar to the Dan 
Patch cars. 
The 
right-of-way 
on 
the east bank of the river has been 
secured, it is said, and the contract 
calls for the completion of the road 
to Anoka by October I. 
E. G. Pot­ 
ter, of Minneapolis, is president and 
general manager of the new com­ 
pany. 
It is now said by men in touch 
with Minneapolis railway affairs that 
the Soo is the real power behind this 
new traction line, and that while the 
road will first be operated as a trac-f 
lion line, later it will be made a 
steam road and that from Anoka it 
will be extended north into the Mille 
Lacs country. 
It would strike the Brooten-Du- 
luth line of the Soo at Onamia or 
some point on the south shore of 
Mille Lacs lakie, and thence go on to 
a connection with the Cuyuna Range 
branch and then to the Thief River 
Falls-Duluth line. 
The Mille Lacs country is now 
served by the Soo, the Great North­ 
ern and the Northern Pacific. 
For 
the Minneapolis terminus the Min- 
ncapolis-Anoka traction line, it is 
said, will use the Soo rails into the 
downtown section.
